BRITISH Sign Language has been leg- 
ally recognised after a Bill, put before 
Parliament by West Lancashire MP 
Rosie Cooper, received Royal Assent to 
become an Act of Law. 

The Act recognises BSL as a language in 
its own right and places responsibility on 
the Government to provide improved 
guidance to public services and govern- 
ment departments on the use of BSL. 

It will also see the launch of an advisory 
board of BSL users to offer guidance to 
the Department for Work and Pensions on 
how and when to use it and examine how 
to increase the number of BSL interpreters. 

It follows a campaign spearheaded by 
Ms Cooper, whose parents were both 
deaf, to raise awareness of the difficulties 
that deaf people face. 

Throughout its passage in Parliament,

the Bill received universal support from 
MPs and Lords of all parties and passed 
unopposed. 

Ms Cooper initially presented the Bill to 
Parliament in June 2021, after being 
drawn 20th of 20 MPs selected to present 
a bill in the Private Members Bill ballot. 
Being drawn later in the ballot gave Ms 
Cooper little chance of success, especially 
as an opposition MP. 


She is now the first opposition MP in 
recent history to successfully guide a Bill 
through Parliament after being drawn 
last in the ballot. 

Ms Cooper said: “I am delighted that at 
long last, deaf people will be able to say 
that their language is legally recognised. 

“Campaigners have been fighting for 
this recognition to be placed in Law for 
years, so this is an incredible victory for 
deaf people across the country. 

“The support this Bill received in Parlia- 
ment has been amazing but was almost 
unimaginable just under a year ago when 
I was drawn last in the ballot. 

“After months and months of campaign- 
ing with the deaf community, we now 
have a BSL Act that will improve the lives 
of sign language users for years to come. 

“I grew up with BSL as my first language 
as both my parents were profoundly deaf, 
so I saw first-hand the unbelievable 
obstacles deaf people face in every day life. 

“This legislation is a huge first step 
towards equal access to public services 
for anyone that relies on BSL, like my par- 
ents did. 

“This is not the end of the fight, but the 
beginning. The collective voice of deaf 
people in the UK has been amplified, now 
I want them to use it!”

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Could it be June for 
£150 energy rebate?

THE Borough Council must speed up their plans 
to get agreed financial support to local residents 
say Our West Lancashire, the council 
Independents, after news emerged that it could 
be June before the £150 energy rebate payment 
starts to be paid - much later than many other 
councils. 

Our West Lancashire’s chairman, Cllr Adrian 
Owens said: “To hear that it is likely to be June 
before the first payments of the £150 energy rebate 
are made is not good enough. 

“The scheme was announced at the beginning of 
February and many residents are clearly already 
struggling with making ends meet. Something is 
wrong at West Lancashire when other councils are 
making payments around now. 

“Residents are telling us that the council is quick 
to pass on the council tax increase and take 
increased monthly payments from people and yet 
asking why is it so slow to process this rebate. 

“When so many local households are so finan- 
cially hard-pressed, this area of the council’s work 
should be a priority at this time. I have written to 
the council leader and finance portfolio holder ask- 
ing that they get involved.” 


Cllr Owens concluded: “This delay is even more 
concerning when one considers that June is only 
the target date for the first payments. Those who 
don’t pay council tax by direct debit could be wait- 
ing even longer. Also, councillors from all parties 
worked hard to create a £260,000 discretionary 
Household Support fund at February’s council 
budget. This was intended to help households in 
need, including those not covered by the £150 
rebate scheme. There is no sign at all of that 
scheme being launched. It's time the Council Lead- 
ership gave this whole area the attention and 
priority it needs.” 

A spokesperson for the borough council respon- 
ded: “We thank residents for their patience — this is 
an issue many local authorities are facing. We want 
to reassure residents that we have now received the 
Government guidance on how to administer the 
complex and large-scale task of issuing the rebate 
and are working hard behind the scenes undertak- 
ing the necessary testing of new software. Once this 
has concluded, we will begin issuing payments as 
soon as we can. More information will be made 
available on our webpage once the scheme is final- 
ised. 

“The Council has also approved an additional 
£260K Council Tax support scheme to assist resid- 
ents most effected by the cost of living crisis which 
will be issued during the 22/23 financial year.”

Boss of town centre

A CLINIC in Ormskirk says it offered the 
use of its facilities as a centre for Covid 
vaccinations but was ignored by the 
health authority. 

The director of the Feel Good Centre in 
Ormskirk says he wrote “multiple times” 
to the health authority asking if they 
wanted to use his centre for vaccinations, 
but the offers were ignored. 

Sushant Varma, the director of the Feel 
Good Centre in Knowsley Road, contacted 
the Champion after West Lancashire Clin- 
ical Commissioning Group was slammed 
by MP Rosie Cooper after over-75s in Orm- 
skirk were told to travel elsewhere to get 
their Covid booster vaccinations. 

Mr Varma said: “I was truly saddened to 
read this especially when I read the sub 
heading saying ‘Vulnerable patients in 
Ormskirk were told to travel out of town 
to get their vaccinations.’ 

“I am the director of the Feel Good 
centre on Knowsley Road Ormskirk. Dur- 
ing the pandemic I wrote to the health 
authority multiple times offering our 
centre to be used for vaccination pur- 
poses. 

“Our centre was once a doctor’s surgery 
so I don’t see any problems with it being 
suitable for vaccination of the public. 

“I could easily make a couple of rooms 
available for vaccination on Monday to 
Friday and at weekends I could make the 
whole centre (bar one room) available 
knocking a huge dent in the waiting times 
for people needing vaccination. 

“We are right in the middle of Ormskirk 
and we have parking. 

“I never got a reply of any sort from the 
heath authority and then I read your art- 
icle and was deeply upset at its contents. 

“Ultimately it has been the people of 
Ormskirk who have suffered as a result.”

Lapwing chicks hatch at WWT 
Martin Mere Wetland Centre 


The call of the lapwing is an amazing evocative 
sound of the spring and summer. They whirl 
through the air crying, “pee-wit” declaring 

that this are of the field is theirs. Lapwings 

are beautiful waders with broad black wings 
that look like Ping-Pong bats, they have an 
iridescent green back and a long thin 
crest on their head. 


We have around 30 pairs at Martin Mere 
and most years they fledge around 1 chick 
per pair which sounds low but is really good 
productivity for lapwing. 


The reserve looks amazing at the moment, 
on woodend marsh there are lots of passage 
waders including common sandpipers, ruff 
in breeding plumage and dunlin. We have 3 
pairs of marsh harriers that can often be seen 
skydancing as they are displaying to each 
other. 


Martin Mere is a great stronghold for 
the lapwings as we have nice short grass 
which they love for their nests so they 
can see any predators approaching. 
They normally ay 4 eggs and they are 
laid in a shallow depression in the grass. 
The eggs are amazingly camouflaged !! 
After 26 days the eggs hatch into the 
cutest chicks you’ve ever seen, little 
bundles of fluff. The chicks are self- 
reliant straight away and can feed 
themselves. They can be seen running 
around the grass and on the mud 
hunting for insects. Mum and dad will 
be nearby to brood the chicks if they are 
cold or chase off any predators.

Devices check a person’s oxygen levels and help spot any deterioration early 


VULNERABLE people in Sefton 
are being advised to apply for 
free ‘pulse oximeters’ to help 
them if they catch Covid-19. 

The small medical device is put 
on the tip of the finger, to check 
someone’s oxygen levels. 

Thousands of people across the 
North West are already benefitting 
from the roll out of pulse oximeters 
and NHS leaders are calling for the 
most vulnerable people to come 
forward for the free service in 
order to help them manage Covid- 
19 at home and keep their minds at 
ease. 

The service, which has already 
been offered to around 40,000 
people in the North West is part of 
ongoing plans to help people man- 
age Covid-19 effectively at home, 
and is available to people who are: 
diagnosed with Covid-19: either 
clinically or positive test result and 
symptomatic and either: aged 65 
years or older or; under 65 years 
and at higher risk from COVID-19, 


A type of pulse oximeter 


or where clinical judgement 
applies considering individual risk 
factors such as pregnancy, learning 
disability, caring responsibilities 
and/or deprivation. 

Pulse oximeters measure blood 
oxygen levels by transmitting light 
through a finger and are more 
accurate than smart watches or 


phones which make less accurate 
readings by reflecting light off the 
skin. 

It helps spot any deterioration 
earlier to allow for treatment 
which could halt someone’s condi- 
tion from worsening.

West’, said: “People all over the 
country are benefitting from pulse 
oximetry after contracting Covid-

LANCASHIRE’S Police and Crime Commissioner

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Career advice event 
to encourage more 
adults to start uni

A CAREERS advice programme will visit West 
Lancs College this summer to encourage more 
adults to think about starting university as a 
mature student. 

Future U, which works across Lancashire to 
encourage more people to consider higher educa- 
tion, is hosting a range of events to inspire more 
people to start university, even if they left school 
years earlier. 

The event at West Lancs College will be held on 
Thursday, June 9 from 2pm until 7pm. 

Despite misconceptions that most university stu- 
dents are teenagers, in Britain mature students 
make up over half of university students, with one 
in five students more than 30 years old. 

Despite considerable careers support to help 
young people leaving school and college to start 
university, more needs to be done to help mature 
students to access support around finance, child- 
care and employment challenges which can be 
seen as a barrier to accessing degree education. 

Future U is hosting events at West Lancs College, 
as well as at Preston College and Burnley College 
to answer questions on starting university, inter- 
view techniques, work placements and academic 
writing. Education partners including Edge Hill 
University, University of Cumbria and University 
of Central Lancashire alongside current adult stu- 
dents will also be available to answer questions. 

The events will be available for current college 
students as well as the general public. 

Matt Lord, senior outreach officer at Future U, 
said: “The last two years have seen plenty of

people reassessing their life and work situation, 
pushing themselves to start new careers or 
improve skills. 

“Plenty of people are changing their careers into 
fulfilling roles such as health care and nursing, but 
many jobs still require a university qualification. 

“Adult learners can often feel like they won't fit in 
at university, that they’re going to be the only one 
there. 

“They can also face barriers to visiting universit- 
ies that younger learners don’t due to caring 
responsibilities or employment commitments. 

“Many of our partner universities and colleges 
have been involved in the development of the 
roadshow, it’s been a truly collaborative effort to 
develop something that can make a real impact on 
the futures of adult learners in Lancashire.” 

Future U works across Lancashire to increase the 
career and higher education knowledge of young 
people and adult learners. 

It is part of the national Uni Connect Pro- 
gramme, funded by the Office for Students, and 
involves institutions and organisations across the 
county including West Lancashire College.

Hospital car park 
payment system is far 
too confusing for users 


On a recent visit to Ormskirk hos- 
pital I was astonished at the 
difficulty in the system used to 
park and then pay for exit on the 
hospital car park. 

1) Entry to the car park is by bar- 
rier entry. There is no indication at 
this point what you should do! 

This is ludicrous. Do you wait for 
a ticket? Do you wait for the bar- 
rier to lift? What’s the entry 
system if you have never used the 
car park before? There is no advice! 

If cars are behind you on entry this 
can cause unnecessary anxiety as at 
the point of entry it is so confusing! 

2) If you decide to enter if the 
barrier lifts, as there is no ticket 
given what do you do next when 
you park up? There was no indica- 
tion on the car park where I 
parked which said what you 
should do. With car parks operat- 
ing fines for non payment when parking without 
paying, this is another point of confusion and 
anxiety. I had to ask someone who was randomly 
walking past what was the system when parking 
and was told your registration number is recog- 
nised on entry. This is not visible when you enter the 
car park and there was not a visible explanation 
where I parked to avoid any confusion. 

3) On exiting the car park there is no indication 
to tell me to pay at the pay station at the hospital 
entrance. In addition, there is no indication when 
you enter your registration and pay the amount 
that you do not need a ticket or token to exit. 

Again this caused confusion and I had to ask a 
random person again if I needed a ticket or token 
to exit the car park. 

Most of us have seen the situation where someone 
cannot exit a car park because they haven't got 
their ticket to enter to exit. So exiting the car park 
is a worry when approaching the barrier and you 
are left wondering if it will lift on exit even when 
you have paid your fee. 

This caused further anxiety as more cars were in 
the check behind and you are left wondering will 
the barrier open? Do I need a ticket or token? 
Have I been told the correct information by 
chance by a person in the pay station queue? 

I like to think I have a reasonable amount of 
intelligence but doubted this on something sup-

posed to be a relatively simple process which 
created so much confusion, anxiety and disbelief 
at the process in place. 

Surely just before entry to the hospital car park 
there should be a high visibility sign with the fol- 
lowing words to the effect: 

‘The barrier will lift at point of entry for your car. 
Your number plate will be registered after parking 
on the car park. There are no tickets or tokens 
issued. Please enter your registration at the pay 
station when you want to leave before returning 
to your car. 

‘Please pay the required charge. There are no 
tickets or tokens issued to leave the car park. The 
exit barrier will recognise that you have paid. You 
can then leave the car park at the exit barrier 
which will lift automatically on exit’. 

I am sure that I am not alone in having to deal 
with this parking nonsense at the hospital. 

I always think the process should be as simple as 
possible and should be easy to follow for anyone 
using the car park for the first time. 

People who use the car park whether they are 
staff, patients or visitors do not need this addi- 
tional burden. the current system defies belief. 

It appears it has been made as difficult as possible 
to use the hospital car park which is unacceptable.

LIVERPOOL to Brussels for just £30? 
Sounds tempting, but don’t worry, this isn’t 
the opening gambit of some ultra low-cost 
airline that’s just started operating out of John 
Lennon Airport. 

Your journey from the Mersey to the Belgian 
capital comes courtesy, in fact, of the Mercedes- 
Benz EQS AMG 450+ 245kW AMG Line 
Premium, which sounds like a toddler’s just 
repeatedly pressed the predictive text button on 
your phone but is in fact one of the ritziest zero- 
emissions cars money can buy. It really will do 
453 miles on a charge, and the £30 is what it'll 
currently cost you to charge it up at home, and 
even if you do fancy a top-up, that’s only a half- 
hour stop for a cuppa at a motorway services. 
Just whisper it quietly that it costs £109,160. 

The EQS is at the sharp end of what carmakers 
can do right now with electric car tech but the 
point that the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders has been making over the past week 
is that the entire Battery Electric Vehicle - or 
BEV, as it calls it - market is light years ahead 
of where it was a decade ago, when the Nissan 
LEAF first went on sale here. 

Back then, it reckoned vehicles that you 
plugged into the mains accounted for just one in 
1000 new car sales in the UK, but now, battery 
vehicles account for just over 16.1 per cent of the 
cars being sold here, with 39,315 of them finding 
homes in the last month alone. Thats a 78 per 
cent jump on how many were being sold last 
year, by the way. 

But the real thing that the SMMT wants to 
trumpet is why so many of you are buying them 
- how far they'll go. A few months ago I wrote 
a piece for this column that upset an awful lot 
of electric advocates because I said that a first- 
generation LEAF with a tired battery giving a 


45-mile range was not a good secondhand buy 
-and I stand by that. I honestly don't think youd 
need to worry about range anxiety on the new 
ones, though - even if you haven't got a spare 
£109,160 lying around, MG's 5 can crack 273 
miles in one hit, Citroëns E-C4 will muster 217 
miles and Fiat's 500 runs out of puff at 199 miles. 
Anyone who says they wouldn't have pulled in 
for a brew before that point... is a liar. 

I reckon that tech-wise electric cars aren't up 
n coming - they're there (although itd be nice 
if they were a bit cheaper). The big challenge 
now is laying on enough charging points for this 
rapidly growing market, because every time I go 
to a motorway services or a National Trust car 
park the handful of chargers are hogged by the 
same cars, which are always still there when you 
return an hour or so later. 

There are apparently now more 
charging points in the UK than there 
are petrol stations, but the thing with 
petrol stations is that they can service multiple 
vehicles at once, that only need them for a few 
minutes each. 

Put it this way - its no good throwing 
£109,160 at an EQS if you're racking up a similar 
amount at Starbucks, waiting for the chap in the 
Audi e-tron to finish. 

The chargers are way behind the cars. Your 
move, Boris...
